On the night of April 12, 1966, a number of PLP 
members had attended a Vietnam Day Committee (VDC) demon¬ 
stration in front of the Berkeley City Hall which had been 
broken up. A police officer stopped the group because 
he claimed fee heard someone shout an obscene word, and he 
arbitrarily arrested one of the group. The rest of the PLP 
group demanded to know what right the officer had to arrest 
someone on mere suspicion. The officer whistled for aid, and 
fellow officers, apparently believing that their fellow 
officer was being attacked, began to drag the PLP members . 
off, including STEWART ALBERT and|| and were \J b2

In connection with the Subject's arrest on November 
30, 1966, an. article in the December 1, 1966, issue of "The 
San Francisco Chronicle," daily newspaper, noted that Alameda 
County Sheriff's Deputies had arrested nine persons on the

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UCB campus during a day-long student demonstration. The 
article noted that the apparently spontaneous demonstration 
erupted in the Student Union building in protest over a 
Navy recruiting table being nanned there by two Navy officers. 

The demonstrators protested that not only was the military 
recruiting allowed but that a student and non-student manning 
a draft information table had been ousted from the Student 
Union building. The article noted that six persons whom 
school officials believed responsible for the trouble were 
arrested including STEWART ALBERT. Three other students 
were arrested for interferring with officers in connection *i 
with these arrests. 

An article in the January 13, 1967, edition of the 
"Daily Californian" noted that the six non-students who were 
arrested on November 30, 1966, on the campus at UCB had announced 
that they are violating an order to to comment on their court Kj 
case to the press. 

The article noted that Berkeley Municipal Court Judge 
GEORGE BRUNN had imposed a "gag rule" on December 16, 1966, in 
order that the defendants could receive a fair trial. The 
six defendants were planning to break the order because they •. 
claimed it would deny them a fair trial. 


The January 27, 1967, issue of the 'Daily Californian" 
noted that the Subject and three other defendants have been 
charged with contempt of court for deliberately vidating a court 
order forbidding them to discuss their recent trial. \J 

The "Daily Californian" is a campus 
newspaper published by the Associated 
Students of the UCB.

STEWART ALBERT was one of six persons arrested on 
the campus of the UCB on November 30, 1966. He was charged 
with violation of Section 373 and 602L of the Penal Code of 
the State of California. At a jury trial held in January, ^ 
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1967 , he was found guilty, of violation of Section 372 Penal 
Code (maintaining a public nuisance). Thq jury was unable 
to decide guilt or innocence on the charge of violation > » 
of Section 602L (trespassing). 

For conviction of violation of Section 372 ALBERT 
was sentenced to 60 days in jail with five days suspended and 
fined $330.00 with $10.00 suspended. An appeal of this 
conviction was filed and the appeal papers were sent to 
Superior Court for the County of Alameda on January 24, \J 
1967. 

On July 24, 1967, the charge of trespass was 
dismissed at the request of the District Attorney. \J 

On January 14, 1967, a criminal contempt complaint 
was filed against ALBERT and others for violating an order 
issued by the Judge who presided over the trial for trespass 
and maintaining a public nuisance. 0 

The contempt citation was appealed, and remains 
on appeal. On November 27, 1967, the court continued this 
natter until thirty days after a decision is rendered by the 
District Court of Appeals. \J

the events leading up to the arrest of ALBERT on October 24

The Academic Senate at UCB in the past created a 
Board of Educational Development (BED) to encourage and 
provide for more student participation in course structuring 
at UCB. A Center for Participant Education (CPE) was created 
which offered experimental courses beginning in the Fall 
Quarter, 1968. Sixteen of these courses were offered for 
regular credit. One of these sixteen courses was entitled 
"Dehumanization and Regeneration in the American Social 
Order." This course was described as "Social Analysis 139X."^) 


During September, 1968, CPE announced that ten of 
the scheduled twenty lectures Of 139X would be delivered 
by LEROY ELDRIDGE CLEAVER, who is publicly known as the 
Minister of Information of the Black Panther Party (BPP), 
and who has served time in a California penitentiary for 
conviction of the crime of rape. This announcement raised 
a great controversy throughout the State of California. As 
result, the University of California Regents, at a meeting 
on September 20, established a rule that guest lecturers 
(such as CLEAVER in this case) would be limited to one i 



12 
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appearance per quarter in the classroom. 

The Regents' decision angered some of the 
'activist" students on the UCB campus. In protest of this 
decision by the Regents, a generally peaceful sit-in was 
held on the afternoon and evening of October 22, 1968, in 
Sproul Hall on the UCB campus. This sit-in was spearheaded by 
student CPE leaders. Between the hours of approximately 
10:30 p.m. and midnight, these persons sitting in were arrested 
and taken from the building. (ALBERT was not present at this {J 
sit-in.) 


The next day, the controversy continued on the 
campus. Demonstrators began short, sporadic occupations 
of campus buildings. At approximately 3:00 p.m. demonstrators 
began to converge on Moses Hall, a UCB campus building which 
houses many offices in "the Department of Letters and Science. 
Demonstrators entered Moses Hall and began to barricade them¬ 
selves in it. They remained all night, until ejected and 
arrested at 6:00 a.m. October 24, 1968, by police authorities. 
During these arrests, the police had to dismantle barricades, 
and dodge flying objects thrown from within Moses Hall. Three 
of the arresting officers received minor injuries. One of . 
the 76 persons ejected and arrested was STEWART ALBERT. \J 


A characterization of the BPP is 
contained in the appendix attached 
hereto. v 

The records of the Berkelev, California, Police 
Department reflect that ALBERT was charged with violation 
of Section 415 Penal Code (disturbing the peace), 602 J 
(trespass) and 594 (malicious mischief). He made bail of 
$1,650 on the same day.

On March 13, 1969, ALBERT was sentenced to serve 
thirty days in the County Jail, and to pay a fine of 
$250.00 for his conviction on the charge of disturbing the 
peace. In lieu of the $2 50.00 fine,' ALBERT will be allowed 
to serve one additional day in jail for each $5.00 of the fine 
which is not paid. On March 18, 1969, a notice of appeal 
was filed in ALBERT’S behalf. An appeal bond was posted, 
and ALBERT remains free on this bond. No date has been set for 
a new trial on the charge of violation of Section 602J Penal i) 
Code.

On January 22, 1969, a "student strike" was called 
against the UCB by a group of dissident students. The strike 
was spearheaded by an organization known as the Third World 
Liberation Front (TWLF). The TWLF publicly made certain 
demands of the UCB administration, principally regarding 
the establishment of a college of ethnic studies at UCB. 

The strikers vowed not to return to classes until their \J 
demands were met. 


Almost immediately the strike action resulted in 
violence on the campus. Striking students, assisted by non¬ 
students, blocked entrances to the campus and prevented, bv 
force, persons from crossing the picket lines. UCB police, 
assisted by law enforcement officers from other agencies 
(requested under a mutual aid pact) were used to quell dis¬ 
turbances and restore order on and near the picket lines. 


On many occasions, police were attacked with rocks, 
cherry bombs, broken glass, and other weapons. Injuries ensued 
to both strikers and police and considerable propertv damage 
was done on the campus. v 








THIRD WORLD LIBERATION FRONT 


The Third World Liberation Front (TWLF) is a 
coalition of non-white student groups, namely Black, Chicano * 
(Mexican-American), Filipino, Chinese, and Japanese. \J 

A member of the TWLF was quoted as saying, "The 
first world is the capitalist world, the second world is the 
Communist white world, and the third world is the non-white 1 
world composed of people from Asia, Africa, and Latin America. 

The first two worlds suppress the non-white people whether in 
or out of their own countries. We do not distinguish on national 
lines. We do not relate to countries because by and large they 
do not represent people." [) 

TWLF self-rdescribed itself as "It opposed the 
oppressive en6lavery and colonialist system in the United 
States and it was dedicated to preparing for a prolonged 
struggle for freedom in Asia, Africa, and Latin America as n 
well as the United States." 

TWLF stated its purpose is to initiate discussion 
and develop programs pertinent to the needs of third world 
(non-white) students; to aid further in developing politically, 
economically, and culturally the revolutionary "Third World" 
consciousness of racist-oppressed people; we recognize the 
struggles for freedom of non-white peoples around the world as a 
positive part of our educational processes. U

B. Students For a Democratic Society (SDS) 


An article in the November 13, 1966 issue of 
the "San Francisco Examiner" noted that the Subject was one 
of three individuals organizing a protest demonstration at 
the appearance of IGOR ROGOCHEy, First Secretary of the 
International Relations Division of the Soviet Embassy. 
ROGOCHEV was scheduled to speak at the University of 
California, Berkeley, on the effects of cultural exchange 
programs on the international scene. The Subject was quoted 
in the newspaper article as saying that Russia's apparent 
willingness to enter into new cooperative agreements with 
the U. S. at this time is a betrayal of the North Vietnam 
government and for this reason a demonstration was being \J 
organized against ROGOCHEy. 


The "Daily Californian" issue of November 15, 1966 
noted that members of the SDS had picketed IGOR ROGOCHEy at UCB 
and that they in turn were picketed by other members of SDS, 
who claimed that STEWART ALBERT and his geoup represented \) 
only a minority within the SDS. 

The article noted that the group picketing 
ROGOCHEV ealled itself the Foreign Affairs Committee of 
SDS, but an official statement of the SDS Steering Committee 
noted that the picketing was in no way approved or sponsored . 
by the SDS. v 
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The article noted that ALBERT, a non-student 
interrupted ROGOCHEy s speech several times to read from 
a leaflet distributed by the Foreign Affairs Committee. ^

The Volume 1, Number 1, issue of "Onan," an 
internal bulletin of the SDS at Berkeley, California, was 
distributed on the UCB Campus on November 22, 1966. This 
issue contained an article captioned "New Left Militarism 
or Old Left Remnants" and criticized the so-called "Foreign 
Affairs Committee" of SDS composed of STEWART ALBERT and some 
members of PLP. The article noted that this committee reflected 
and perpetrated the language and logic of militarism that 
dominates the United States, the Soviet Union, and China. \J 


The article noted that the questions that the 
"Foreign Affairs Committee" asked the Soviet representative 
reflected the kind ofmmilitaristic thinking that SDS as

D. National Mobilization Committee 
to End the War in Vietnam (NMC) 

The NMC was originated at a conference 
in Cleveland, Ohio, in November, 1966, 
for the specific purpose of holding massive 
anti-war demonstrations in New York City and I 
in San Francisco on April 15, 1967. The 
organization was first titled as the Spring 
Mobilization Committee to End the War in Vietnam 
(SMC). Its first Chairman was the noted late 
pacifist A.J.MUSTE. The founding convention 
urged all persons interested in the anti-war 
movement to converge on either San Francisco 
or New York City on April 15, 1967, to partici¬ 
pate in mass marches and rallies protesting United 
States intervention in Vietnam. East Coast 
and West Coast headquarters for the SMC were 
established in New York and San Francisco. 

The above demonstrations were held. The SMC, 
however, remained active. Eventually it evolved»» 
into the NMC. 

On August 6, 1967, a West Coast conference of 
the NMC was held in San Francisco, California. STEWART 
ALBERT was present at this conference. Among the items dis¬ 
cussed was a "Peace Torch Marathon." The Peace Torch Marathon 
was a plan whereby a torch first lighted in Japan (the only \J 
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nation which has undergone atomic attack) would be trans¬ 
ported to the United States by air and then carried by 
vehicle or runners from the West Coast to Washington, D.C. 
STEWART ALBERT had been one of the approximately six persons 
planning the Peace Torch Marathon. It now developed, however, 
that other members of the Marathon planning staff wished to 
exclude ALBERT and three other persons from the planning staff. 
After much debate ALBERT was excluded from this staff. t )

has previously advised that ALBERT'S 
exclusion from the Peach Torch Marathon Planning 
Committee was the result of a fight for control of this 
committee within the SMC. The battleline was generally 
drawn between Communist Party (CP) elements and their friends 
on the one hand and elements of the Socialist Workers Party 
(SWP) on the other hand. The CP people gained control of the 
Peace Torch planning and then excluded the non-CP members and 
adherents from the committee. 


On September 16, 1967, the Administrative Committee 
'/of the NMC, held a meeting at Academy Hall, New York City. 
According to the minutes of this meeting, STEWART ALBERT 
was among those present. The entire meeting was devoted 
to planning for the October 21-22 action at the Pentagon in 
Virginia. The plan for October 21 is generally to march 
to the Pentagon with as many people as possible from staging 
areas in Washington, D.C. At the Pentagon a rally with noted 
speakers would be held. Later civil disobedience would ensue. 
This would take the form of blocking the entrances to the 
Pentagon on all five sides, thereby preventing people from Vf 
entering the Pentagon to work.

E. Youth International Party (YIP) 


In March, 1968, a leaflet appeared in New York 
City, which announced the formation of the Youth International 
Party (YIP). The leaflet stated that a group of 25 artists, 
writers, and musicians have agreed to participate in the 
founding of this party. The leaflet stated that YIP will 
stage a massive youth festival in Chicago during the time of 
the Democratic National Convention. The leaflet urged people 
to join YIP in Chicago for a festival of youth, music and theatre. 
The leaflet did not announce any plans for YIP other than the 
Chicago activity. One of the persons listed as an original , \ 
founder of YIP was "STU ALBERT." . U 
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(ALBERT*8 subsequent activity in Chicago 
during the 1968 Democratic National Convention 
are mentioned elsewhere in this report.) 
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The October 5, 1968 edition of "The Black Panther" 
carried a statement from the YIP pertaining to proposed 
activity for election day, November 5, 1968. This statement 
is set forth as follows: U

F. Activities in Opposition to the 
Selective Service System 

On June 29, 1967, a demonstration was held at the 
U.S. Army Induction Center, 1515 Clay Street, Oakland, 
California. Pickets carried such signs as "Hell no, we won't 
go", "U.S. Get Out of Vietnam", "JOHNSON'S War on Poverty— 
the Rich Get Richer and the Poor Get Shot." At 7:30 AM, the 
Oakland Police Department arrested 20 persons for blocking the 
entrance to the Induction Center. 
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A Special Agent of the FBI noted that one of 
the persons present and participating in this demonstration 
was STEWART ALBERT. 



On January 10, 1968, a rally to announce a 
"Stop the Draft Week" was held on the steps of Sproul Hall 
on the UCB campus. It was announced that Stop the Draft 
Week would be held during the period February 26 through 
March 1, 1968. The first speaker at this rally identified 
himself as STEWART ALBERT. He was observed by Special 
Agents of the FBI as he spoke about plans for Stop the Draft 
Week.

On September 28, 1966, a demonstration by residents 
of the Bayview and Hunters Point areas of San Francisco took 
place, triggered by the shooting of a 16 year old Negro 
youth the previous day by a San Francisco Police officer .Kj 

On September 29, 1966, a protest demonstration of 
some 20 persons took place at City Hall in San Francisco. A 
leaflet distributed at the demonstration noted that it was 
sponsored by the Berkeley campus SDS and protested discrimination 
against the black people and demanded that the police officer 
involved in the shooting be tried for murder and that the mayor 
and governor be denounced for using troops to quell a riot 
provoked by conditions for which they were responsible. Among 
those observed present by a Special Agent of the FBI was \j 
STEWART ALBERT. 

An article in the "Daily Californian", issue of 
January 20, 1967, noted that some 3,000 students marched in 
protest at the UC against proposed tuition charged at the UC. 

At this demonstration STEWART ALBERT, who was awaiting trial 
for an arrest on November 30, 1966, talked to the audience \J 
about this issue. 


On December 13, 1968, a so*called "conference on 
revolution" was held on the campus of California State 
College at Long Beach. This conference was sponsored by 
the New University Conference, formerly known as the Faculty 
Peace Committee. 


One of the events in this conference was"a panel 
discussion entitled "Cultural/Political Revolution". This

ALBERT was interviewed at his residence in 
Berkeley on October 28, 1968, by Special Agents of the FBI. 
This interview was in connection with ALBERT'S activities in 
Chicago during the 1968 Democratic National Convention. A 
portion of the results of that interview are set forth as yj 
follows:. 

ALBERT advised that he had traveled from New York 
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to Chicago in August, 1968, for the purpose of participating 
in a demonstration to protest what he and the "Yippies" 
considered to be the nomination of a candidate at the 
Democratic National Convention who would carry on policies 
of the present administration, specifically that dealing .j 
with the Vietnam War. v 


He stated that he had not entered into any plan 
to disrupt the Democratic National Convention in Chicago, 
primarily because he felt that it could not be done with 
the great number of police and National Guard which he 
knew would be present to discourage such a thing. He said , 
that inasmuch as the ideological hero of the "Yippies" is 
GROUCHO MARX of Marx Brothers fame instead of KARL MARX, 
it was his idea to stage a spectacular demonstration based 
on the theme of "A Night at the Opera", a Marx Brothers . t 
production. 

ALBERT said he had no personal part in any riot 
or violence and could furnish no information in that regard. 
He said that although he had been struck by someone whom he 
assumed was a policeman, he did not attempt to strike back 
and did not throw any objects. According to ALBERT, his 
arrest by the Chicago police came about when he and several 
others were carrying a live pig into the demonstration, yj 

ALBERT reiterated that at no time in New York 
prior to his departure for Chicago, or in Chicago prior to 
or during the Democratic National Convention, did he 
plan or advocate riot, violence or disruption of the 
Democratic National Convention.

CHICAGO (3 AM Thurs Aug. 22, by phone)-Chicago tonite reeks of 
teargas. It is an ugly gasping fog and it is being inhaled by the entire City. 
There is rioting in the streets. 

Shop windows are being shattered. Fires are being started. The major 
sections of midtown Chicago have been in the mobile hands of the new^ 
revolutionary people of the street. jr 

The National Guard has been called up and Mayor Daley’s Chu^ago 
pig force are running amuck. / I 

The Yippies have asked for UN observers to be sent to Chicago to/ 
investigate this latest trampling upon human rights. / / 

I have spent most of my time in Lincoln Park and in the streets. The 
park is seven miles from the Amphitheater where the Democrats curse- 
and tear at each others throats. j 

The park was supposed to be where the Yippies woujd^ hold their 


Festival of Life, rejoicing and 
making love* Now, because Mayor 
Daley denied us a permit to sleep 
in tiie park, Vippie nights are spent 
in the streets taking on the cops 
on a block-to-block basis. 

The human composition of Lin¬ 
coln Park during the day is the 
. "what's happening" of the revo¬ 
lution. 

There are the UMal middle- 
class dropouts, but they have"been 
joined by the working class drop* 
outs of the motorcycle gangs, by 
the black and Puerto Rican drop¬ 
outs from the Mother country. 

They have been joined by the 
press (who have had their asses 
beaten like the rest of us) and by 
Catholic priests (who have been 
teargassed like the rest of us). 

They have been joined by strik¬ 
ing black bus drivers wearing Free 
Huey buttons and by those soldiers 
at f t. Hood who would not come 
to Chicago to beat and kill their 
brothers. 

On Tuesday in the park there 
was a huge wooden cross, NLF 
flags, red flags, black flags.

Id Chicago, teargas was a very democratic experience. On the last 
two nights, it impartially choked throats of Yippies, Women for Peace, 
TV cameramen, and even so me delegates to the Democratic Convention. 

The moderate forces tried to lead orderly inarches on the sidewalk 
policed by monitors who must have taken a semester of piggery at 
some academy, Dick Gregory made an appearance, as did JXugene 
McCarthy, but it served for nothing, 

Richard Daley saw every demonstrator in Chicago as Ho Chi Minh 
with a reefer m his mouth, out to rape his daughter. 

The marches were broken up by teargas, rifle-butts (the National 
Guard occasionally joining the pigs), and nightsticks. We all went back 
into the streets, breaking store windows, throwing rocks at cops and 


tossing garbage. 

The action centered around the 
heavily guarded Hilton Hotel, In 
which the delegates hoped to avoid 
any contact with Chicago. 

It did not work. The teargas 
seeped through the airconditioning 
and even Hubert Humphrey got 
sick and had to take a bath. 

The teargas scenes were gro¬ 
tesque — people running, vomit¬ 
ing, burning, choking and praying 
for some decency that it all scop. 

Chicago was a revolutionary 
wet-dream come true. One night, 
a thousand ionghairs joined at the 
picket-line of striking black bus- 
drivers. On the following night, 
striking cab-drivers left a picket- 
line to join the march on the Am¬ 
phitheatre. The white working- 
class motorcycle gangs did not do 
the Oakland Border VDC thing; 
they were either free neutrals or 
with us in Lincoln Park. 

What happened chat week was the 
prototypical formation of the al¬ 
liance necessary to bring the man 
down and keep him down, it all 
happened without a single leaflet 
being given to anyone and without 
a single white n^ss ionary getting 
a factory job.

One time I had Mel 
Belli as my lawyer and was convicted of being a public nuisande 
for which Talbott layed fifty-five days on my ass; recently it wasla 
conviction for disturbing die peace, he gave me thirty days and la 
$25® fine. I was my own mouthpiece. * 

Ifj I were an alcoholic businessman Talbott would have let me off 
with! a fine but I am a lifetime politico so he has given three months 
of njjy life to Sheriff Madigan and the pigs of Santa Rita. 

I get very different vibes from Talbott than are emitted by the, 
mouth and soul of Judge George Brunn. The courtroom of Brunn is 
a spiritual bathroom with the John placed behind the bench and Brunn 
covering the plumbing with his black robes. George always has a 
case of foul diarrhea which is always spelled in the evil way he pulls 
his lips together. He wants us all to Join In his suffering and become 
part of a universe in which the only reality is agonized shit. George 
Bnunn really enjoys sending the oppressed part of the human race to 
jail. His misery loves our company. fi 

ftudge Talbott is a very different trip. He gets no pleasure out of 
hiS task and in a guarded way sometimes shows that it causes aim 
pain. During my trial he was always pleas ant--we would occasionally 
chat in his chambers and his attitude to the great revolutionary 
storm was that there had been a terrible breakdown in communica¬ 
tion between the generations and he could certainly see why a young 
man would be a revolutionist. 

Floyd Talbott seem9 in a certain quiet way to enjoy life and to 
want to share it with the defendants that go before him, die problem is 
that it takes courage to be kind and generous; and if you are a Berkel¬ 
ey Municipal judge who would like to spend his remaining days at 
a higher and more distinguished post, courage becomes a virtue that 
is too expensive to possess even on the installment plan. 

But maybe it has nothing to do with ambition. Floyd Talbott may be 
thd sort of Protestant who has been taught to mistrust his own bgst 
feefling as a form of weakness.

When Tal¬ 
bott gave me 30 days the DA Walt Brown’s thin shoulders collapsed 
and he slouched out of the court room. 

Bqr it is a matter of record that there was.no evidence agaiifct 
me tnd that the jury convicted only my appearance of being dit- 
turbi ig. The decent thing to do would be to fine me fifty bucks apd 
write it off as an entertaining week in court.

A confidential source advised in July, 1968, 
that the Revolutionary Union, commonly known to its 
membership as the Red Union (RU), is a covert, revolutionary 
Marxist-Leninist organization formed in early 1968 for the 
purpose of instilling, the line of the Communist Party of 
China into the political situation in the United States. 

The membership of the RU espouse the militant communism 
of MAO Tse-tung and believe in the necessity of violent 
revolution and open guerrilla warfare to overthrow the 
present political system in the United States and effect 
radical changes in this nation. 

In August, 1968, a second confidential source 
advised that the RU in the San Francisco area consists 
of four locals, one in San Francisco, one in Palo Alto, 
and two in the East Bay area. The leadership of the RU 
consists of former long time members of the CP, USA 
whose revolutionary activities date back into the 1930's 
and who broke with the CP in the late 1950's, accusing 
the CP of revisionism. The membership of the RU is made 
up of radical, left-wing youths who have participated 
in student demonstrations and draft resistance movements. 

The RU looks to Communist China as the model of the correct 
revolutionary Marxist-Leninist line and the works of MAO 
Tse-tung are read and discussed in the weekly education 
classes. 

According to this source, the membership of the 
RU have; studied and practiced guerrilla warfare techniques 
and some of the members have engaged in practice with 
firearms. The RU is against firearms control laws because 
such laws would make it more difficult for them to obtain 
weapons, and one of the leaders has stated that any 
traitor to the RU Would be killed.

The SDS is an 
association of young people on the left and has a current 
program of protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for 
youth to develop a conscientious objector status, denouncing 
United States intervention in the war in Vietnam and to 
"radically transform" the university community, and provide , 
for its complete control by students. 6US HALL, General 
Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when interviewed by a 
representative of United Press International in San Francisco, 
California, on May 14, 1965, described the SDS as a part of 
the "responsible left" which the Party has "going for us."

HUEY PVTNEWTON,-publicly known as one 
of the^ founders of the BPP, was, as of 
May, 1969, serving a sentence in a 
California prison for conviction of 
the crime of manslaughter. NEWTON was 
involved in a shooting incident in 
October, 1967, in Oakland, California, 
which resulted in the death of an Oakland 
police officer. NEWTON was subsequently 
convicted of manslaughter as a result of 
this shooting. Judge ZIRPOLI scheduled 
a hearing in the NEWTON matter for May 1, 
1969, and ordered state authorities to 
show cause for denying NEWTON's release 
on bail while further appeals in his case i 
were pending. ^

The spirit of Bobby Hutton wore 
a 45 on his hip.

j Big Man is huge and powerful 
with a great strong face and body 
l>ut with a powerful gentleness 
iSbout him.

Her memory goes back to Huey 
reading "Soul On Ice" and writing 
a five-page letter of appreciation 
to the author. Eld ridge and Huey 
took turn blowing each other’s 
minds. Each is the other man's 
Bible of revolutionary integrity. 

I remember the night Eldridge 
showed up at my door with a dozen 
Huey posters. This was the night 
they came off the press and I 
put one up on the wall and tried 
to give them away to rr.y friends. 
Their reaction was almost univer¬ 
sal derision. They made fun of the 
Panthers’ using government and 
military titles and quipped that 
Huey was probably masturbating 
with his gun. ^ 

Six months later all these guys 
were wearing "Free Huey" but-] 
tons and marching outside thfj 
courthouse. It would be the height 
of petty cruelty to remind them of 
their earlier arrogance. Huey 
Newton has changed more heads 
than the prison walls will ever 
allow to imagine. 

Huey P. Newton's greatness is 
that he took the best thoughts of 
the greatest minds the century 
has known and summed it up in a 
law, book, a shot gun and a-ten- 
point program. He fused what there 
is to know with what is to.be done. 
This is why the Ruling Monsters 
of Money are so freaked with the 
thought that Huey might be set free 
on May Day.

In September, 1968, a source advised that the 
Revolutionary Union, commonly known to its membership as 
the Red Union (RU), was formed in early 1968 as a covert, 
revolutionary, Marxist-Leninist organization ideologically 
oriented toward Communist China, which it views as the 
model of the correct revolutionary Marxist-Leninist line as 
developed through MAO Tse-tung. The PU advocates the necessity 
of violent revolution and open guerrilla warfare to overthrow 
the existing political system in the United States and effect 
radical changes in this nation, and some members are collecting 
firearms, explosives, and other weapons and have engaged in 
guerrilla warfare and firearms training. In the San Francisco 
Bay Area, the RU consists of three locals, one each in San 
Francisco, the East Bay, and the Peninsula. 

In April, 1969,. a second source advised that the RU 
partially surfaced during that month through advertisements in 
select "New Left" periodicals, identifying three members of the 
Executive Committee as public spokesmen and offering for sale 
select writings of the RU., including a "Statement of Principles," 
in the form of "The Red Papers.” With the exception of the three 
publicly identified spokesmen, the general membership of the RU 
will remain covert; however, individual members are free to reveal 
their RU membership to close political associates as the necessities 
of political effectiveness dictate. 

The RU’s published "Statement of Principles" calls for 
the smashing of the existing state apparatus by the United States 
working class and the establishment of communism and the dictatorship 
of the proletariat; recognizes the necessity of violent revolution 
and organized armed struggle to achieve those ends and calls for 
the creation of a revolutionary party based upon Marxism-Leninism 
as developed through MAO Tse-tung.

| in March, 1969, called for the b7c 
building of a revolutionary Marxist-Leninist movement. The 
program of SDS has moved from involvement in civil rights 
struggles to an anti-Vietnam war position and finally to 
its present advocacy of an anti-imperialist line, linking 
up the oppressed peoples of Asia, Africa, and Latin America 
with the black liberation movement in the United States. 

China, Vietnam, and Cuba are regarded as countries which 
are leading the world-wide struggles against United States 
imperialism. On the other hand, SDS regards the Soviet Union 
as an imperialist power and does not support the policies of 
that country. 

SDS maintains a National Office in Room 206, 1608 
West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois. Its official paper 
"New Left Notes" reflects the line of the national leadership 
and program adopted at meetings of the National Council and 
National Interim Committee (NIC). Three national officers and 
a NIC of eleven members are elected each year during a June 
National Convention, 

SDS Regional Offices and university and college chapters 
elect delegates to National Council meetings wherein program and 
ideology are debated, but each Region and chapter is autonomous 
in nature and is free to carry out independent policy and programs 
reflective of local conditions. 
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
